of the proposed Roosevelt Society. To 
this end: branch committees will imme- 
diately be organized in all of the States, 
these committees co-operating with and 
working under’the general direction of 
the Permanent Memoria! National Com- 
mittee in this city, 

The approval ef the ‘sub-committee’s 
recommendations followed a mecting of 
the Permanent National. Committee, 
which’ was héld at 1 Madison. Square 
yesterday morning and afternoon. At 
that meeting the proposed memorial was 
discussed from every angle, before the 
sub-committee was apyointed to draft 
the final plan. 

Tribute by Whole United States. 

The. meetiniy. of ‘the committee was 
presided over by ‘Colonel Williem, Bouce 
Thompson, the-Chairman‘of the, national 
organization. Chairman Will H. Hays 
of the Republican National Committec 
outlined the objects in view, and said 
that it was the ‘intention "of: the: commit- 
tee to make the memoria! a tribute of 
the entire United States. 

Many. suggestions, emanating, from. all 
sectiong of the country, were filed with 
the committee, and each. was carefully 
studied, all but the most*important ones 
being eliminated and those remaining be- 
ing thén submitted fo the special com- 
mittee of which Governor Goodrich was 
made Chairman. The principal speeches 
were made by Mr. Root, General’ Wood, 
Senator’ Kellogg, and Colonel--Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr. 

Mr. Root, in making his suggestion tor 
the tiemorial, said, in part: 

_4't I think there is no way. in which an

Dr. Garfield’s action was taken. after 
he had received from Franklin’ D. 
Roosevelt, the Acting Secretary of the 
Navy, a letter in which Mr. Roosevelt 
asserted that it was no longer neces- 
sary for the navy to assume responsi- 
bility -for coal deliveries to the. public 
service corporations of New York City. 
Mr. Roosevelt formally requested Dr. 
Garfield to see that the Public Service 
Commission make known its future coal 
wants, in a sudden emergency, to ‘the 
Fuel Administration: instead of to the 
Navy Department. 

Dr. Garfield's telegram to Mayor Hy- 
lan read as follows: 

On the 14th instant, at the request of 
the Public Service Commission for the 
Firat District, I interceded with the 
Navy Department. for assistance in 
towing coal barges in New York Har- 
bor.’ Acting Secretary ‘Roosevelt of 
the navy advises me by letter this 
morning that as a result of a survey 
-of the harbor situation made last week 
the -Navy Department does not -con- 
sider that it should continue furnish- 
ing tugs for coal barges, as not strict- 
ly within its province, and asking that 
I advise the Public Service Commis- 
sion and power plant managers that 
hereafter, in case of emergency, I be 
notified instead of the Navy Depart- 
ment. I have communicated this mes- 
sage as requested, but do not feel my- 
self warranted in taking action on the 
facts as at present understood. As I 
advised Mr. Whitney .on- Friday last, 
coal ¢an be delivered via B. & O. to 
St. George and Arlington piers, Staten 
Island, in sufficient quantity to keep 
public utilities going. I respectfully 
suggest that you consider the possibil- 
ity of supplying. facilities for moye- 

ment of coal by water from. these 
points. While I am. willing to exer-

Extensive tests of the N-C 1 have been 
made, and fifty-one passengers were 
carried on one of her flights. 

Whether it will be possible for the ma? 
chines to carry. sufficient fuel to drive 
them across the ocean has not been 
made known. They could refuel at the 
Azores without difficulty, and some offi- 
cers bélieve it would be entirely possible 
under favorable weather conditions for 
them to replenish. their gas supply in 
midatlantic from a ship with which a 
rendezvous could be arranged before- 
hand. 

Detailed plans of the flight are being 
carefully safeguarded, and there has 


.been no intimation as to whether the 


machines will keep together or follow 
different routes. In view of thé an- 
nouncement that destrdyers will be: sta- 
tioned along the route to safcguard the 
crews in the event of accidents, - most 
officers believe, however, that the flying 
craft ‘will follow one course.

LONDON, March 24. — The Daily 

Chronicle urges the gravity of the situa- 
tion in which Rumania, Poland, and 
Czechoslovakia, are placed by the Bol- 
shevist revolution in Hungary. It de- 
scribes these three nations as the pillars 
without which neither a fréde Central 
Europe nor a world society based on a 
League of Nations can be sustained, and 
says that if their development can be 
secured as free-and orderly States, the 
German dream of 4 Germanized Central 
Burope Aecetanting the world is shat~ 
tered. 

** All these pion peoples,’’ it proceeds, 
‘(are being assiduously attacked by 
Tolshevist propaganda, and all three 
are also menaced by advancing Bolshe- 
vist. armies. . There has been ample evi- 
dence. that there. {s_ collusion..between 
Germany and Bolshevist aggression. In- 
deed, it would be astonishing if there 
were not, sceing that the success of the 
three new States would be a deathblow 
to German ambition, while their de- 
strustion would instantly revive its 
hopes. 

“The adhesion of the Magyars to Lee 
nine gives him greatly improved ap- 
proaches for attacking the three, wheth- 
er by propaganda or by military inva- 
sion. The absolute military value of 
the Bolshevist troops is probably low; 
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development for the adjoining Ruma- 
nian littoral.”’ 

The Chronicle then condemns the 
shortsightednegs of the Associated Pow- 
ers in permitting the people in Rumania 
to starve, their interminable delay in re- 
victualing Prague and returning the 
Czech troops to Czechoslovakia, their 
refusal to sanction Foch’s plan for send- 
ing the Polish Army in France back to 
Poland, and their putting off the’ ques- 
tion of securing Danzig and a safe cor- 
ridor for Poland. 


LONDON, March 24.—Hungary’s adop- 
tion of Bolshevism is regarded most se- 
riously by the press, chiefly as endan- 
gering the efforts of the. Entente to build 
up the Rumanian, Polish, and Czecho- 
slovak States as bulwarks against Ger- 
man domination of Central Europe. All 
these three States are menaced by ad- 
vancing Bolshevist armies. 

Statements issued at Budapest accuse 
the Entente of forcing a revolution, but 
the crisis is held here to be more prob- 
ably due to the occupation of parts of 
Hungary* by Czechoslovaks and Ruman- 
ians, while commentators declare the 
signs are not wanting that Germany is 
in collusion with the Bolsheviki. 

Dr. Bernhard .Dernburg, the former 
German Colonial Minister, writes te the 
Berlin Tageblatt something which evi- 
dently has a bearing on the situation 
when he says that Germany, threatened 
with dishonor instead of-security on the 
west, must turn eastward to satisfy her 
needs and realize her future. 

Commenting on the action of Hungary, 
The Times says: 

“It is not yet possible te judge the 
origin and extent of this last disturb- 
ance. In view of certain menaces which 
German statesmen and the German presa 
have freely employed, and of the close 
relations between some Hungarian and 
German intriguers, it is susceptible of 
more explanations than one.

The position of affairs in eastern 
Europe ’.has proved the pnecessity, ¢still 
further emphasized by recent events iw 
Hungary,) for immediate action. Enough 
precious time has been wasted already 
in discussion. Unless the conference acts 
at once, it will be too late. 

It is, doubtless, very fine and praise- 
worthy that the conference should‘ seek 
the best possible solution of the Polfsh 
problem. But a search for perfection 
does not produce results. 

If every minor injustice must be taken 
into consideration, we shall get nowhere 
and far worse wrongs will ensue. Thus 
Lloyd George has held up the Polish 
settlement because he says there are 
nearly two million Germans in the region 
of Danzig: To begin with, that is not 
very surprising after a century and a 
half of Germanization devoted to ‘‘peace- 
ful penetration’’ in the key points of 
Polish territory. The same thing applies 
to Posen. But both are vital to Poland, 
if Polish freedom is ever to be a reality. 

And, anyway, are we not at war with 
Germany and do we expect the Ger- 
mans to say amen to all our at- 
tempts to cut their war claws? If the 
Germans offer resistance, we must show 
them, who is master. We can do it. 

At the same time, the Poles them- 
selves should be made cléarly te yn- 
derstand that, though we are giving 
them much, we are not giving them 
“everything. They, too, must toe the 
line as we decide. But, above all, let 
us make that decision, make it now 
and stick to it. 

The same thing applies to Syria, 
What is the use of sending another 
committee way off to Syria? Have. not 
the races concerned got accredited rep- 
reaentatives here from whom the con- 
ference learns far more than from. 4 
time - waating commission, touring 
among a people, half of whom wen't 
dare to talk and the other half of-wham 
are too ignorant? 

What if our settlement does contain 
minor imperfections? They can be rec- 


tified later. Meanwhile if we don't de- 
cide, and decide quickly, all Eastern 
Europe and perhaps the lear Hast, too, 
will be aflame about our heads.

HOW ROMANOFFS DIED. 


Execution of Czar and Family Con- 
firmed by French Officer. 


SAN FRANCISCO; March 24.—Con- 
firmation of the execution of the former 
Emperor of Russia and his wife and 
daughters under particularly revolting 
conditions by Bolshevist troops was 

ven fhere today by General Robert C. 

‘aris, one of the first French officers 
to be assigned to the Czechoslovak Army 
in Russia. General Paris is on his way 
home to make an official report of the 
occurrence to the French Government. 
He arrived here yesterday from Viadi- 
vostok. - 

Nicholas and his family were shot in 
the bremment of their house at Ekaterin- 
burg, Siberia. The women of the once 
royal family were subjected to indigni- 
ties and mistreatment in the presence 
of the former Czar before the executions 
took place, General Paris said. The 
b> ed is now the headquarters of Gen- 

Gaida,.a Czechoslovak commander. 

Describing the scene attending the 
execution ‘of the Romancff family, Gen- 
eral Paris said: 

**Early one morning the Czar was 
taken from an upstairs room and _ stood 
against the wall in the basement of the 
house. ere he was shot, after which 
the Czarina was shot, and then her 
daughters and other members of the 
household. 

‘* A. few days following the murder the 
bodies were taken. under,cover of night 
by . automobiles into néarby villages, 
where they were cut into small pieces 
and burned separately. The charred re- 
mains were found by officers of the 
forces qpones to the Bolsheviki. Pieces 
of the barried clothing also were found. 
Proof that the garments were those of 
the Romanoffs was ven. by the fact 
that thej}diamonds which ,the Czarina 
and her daughters wore in their waists 
were picked up 

“The room an which the murder was 
committed is now sealed. The plaster on 
thé walls shows where the.rifle bullets 
penetrated: The bullets were removed 
with bayonet points. loodstains have 
been washed from the floor. Under the 
flooring, however, little pools of blood 
were found. In several places in the 
death, room the blood’ seeped through 
the cracks in the ftoor.

and city will make up the official re- 
viewing party. It will be after 3 o'clock 
when the Red Cross unit, the last in thé 
line, passes the reviewing party. 

At intervals of twenty-five minutes all 
units will halt for a rest of five min- 
utes, and then the men will be at ease. 
On the minute of every hour and half 
hour the signal will be given for this 
rest and the division will halt as a 
unit. During these rest periods for the 
treops the crowds in the grandstands 
are to take their ‘‘seventh inning 
stretches,’’ and there is to be no ob- 
jection if they chat with the soldiers. 
While marching the troops will be under 
strict discipline. 

The regiments will march broken into 
half-battalion units, equivalent to two 
infantry companies to the unit. The 
lines will have about twenty-five men 
across their fronts and only a step will 
separate the lines of these half-battalion 
units, so that -it will be impossible for 
relatives in the grandstands to single 
out soldiers in whom they are interested, 
A space of twenty-five feet will sepa- 
rate these half battalions, and the same 
space will intervene between the last 
rank of a regiment and the first line of 
the following unit. 

None of the artillery regiments will 
have field pieces, because all this heavy 
equipment was turned in before the di- 
vision left France, and none of the ma- 
chine-gun battalions will have their 
weapons. The individual soldier will 
have only part of the equipment used 
by him in Frahce. He will march with 
light pack, full canteen, gas mask slung 
at hip, rifle or sidearms, overcoat, and 
helmet of dark green color displaying 
the division insignia. All this equip- 
ment, except the gas masks, was brought 
from France. 

Bach unit will carry a placard or gul- 
don, so that those who are watching the 
parade will be able to pick out the reg- 
iments or- the companies that stormed 
Guillemont Farm or performed some no- 
table feat in the operations as part of 
‘the British armies. -Preceding the units 
of the division will be a symbolic trib- 
ute to the.dead in the form of a caisson 
and a huge service flag with a, star for 
each one of the 1,980 men who perished 
in the service overseas with the division.

BROOKLYN GREBTS 


Borough’s Sons in Twenty-sev- 
enth Division March Through 
Flag-Bedecked Streets. 


FEELING OF AWE IN CROWD 


Mighty Shouts of Welcome from 
Many Thousand Throats 
‘as Fighters Pass. 


PARADES. IN OTHER PARTS 


Various Units Cheered by Throngs 
eon Way to Armories Through- 
- out City. 


Brooklyn turned out more than half a 
million persons yesterday to see the pa- 
rade of the Brooklyn boys who, on Sept. 
27 of last year, helped make thei first 
deep crack in the Hindenburg line. Other 
sections of the 27th Division from New 
York City, who smashed the greatest 
German defensive system and started 
the German Army staggering into the 
series of crushing defeats in the last six 
weeks of the war, were reviewed by 
great crowds in Manhattan and the 


Bronx. ; 
The crowds which banked the streets 


on the line of march and. overflowed 
deeply into the cross streets in Brook- 
lyn yesterday were by far the greatest 
which have ever gathered there. All 
available space on the pavements, in the 
windows, on the roofs, and wherever 
human figures could perch. was taken. 
From Atlantic Avenue, and Bedford 
Avenue, on through Park Place, to Flat- 
bush Avenue, then’ to Prospect Park 
Plaga, and along Prospect Park West to 
Sixteenth Street—in all about three miles 
of thoroughfare—was a mass of wel- 
comers. — 

The ‘‘ wild men,” as the Brooklyn sol- 
diers who first swarmed over the Belle- 
court tunnel sector were described 
in diaries found on captured and dead 
Germans, marched beneath a veritable 
canopy of American flags, banners, and 
welcoming ribbons, fluttering brilliantly 
in a light wind and under a bright sun. 


March as if te Front. 


In this setting, the appearance af the 
survivors of the Brooklyn organizations 
who had made glorious history for 
America in the greatest of wars was 
more than impressive. The ‘rilliant 
spectacle, personal greetings from 
friends and relatives, and that general 
enthusiasm from the admiring yo 
proud people of Brooklyn did not in the 
least change the grim-visaged features 
of the men who were marching. The 
Brooklyn people saw their sons-as they 
might have seen them marching on their 
way to the front. As if deaf and blind 
to what was taking place on both sides 
of them, they continued to wear stead- 


fast, dignifted expressions, 2: the 
straight lines cut into their faces by 
facing death and dealing it and seeing 
their comprades drop were not relaxed 
by the pleesure whi they must have 
felt at the reception. 

The crowd started to make a big 
demonstration when the first of the 
veterans a. All through the line 
of march the crowd broke forth with en- 
thusiasm when the first of the veterans 
of this war passed before them. They 
started up and shouted and waved in- 
numerable flags. Thousands of children, 
gay with ribbons and waving banners, 
were lifted up, : 

The soldiers, however, marched ort 
with only the slightest outward 3i 
that they were taking notice of .this, 
Their head: did not ‘waver from their 
normal, military line of vision.

Crowd Shows Awe. 

These stern countenances struck @ 
| kind of awe into the crowd. One glance 
| was enough to show that. these were 
men just returned from bloody battle- 
fields, with thelr experiences stamped 
on their features. They were men who, 
after nearly two years of iron discipline, 
carried themselves with the same im- 
perturbable and indifferent manner in 
the home town as on a French battle- 
field. Marching before the great crowd 
was .apparently merely a minor in- 
cident in a military career. It was 
very different frem the deHrious scenes 
of triumphant processions that are 


imagined. 

After their first outburst had failed to 
awaken the slightest apparent recogni- 
tion from the military machine which 
was moving before it, the crowd checked 
itself euddenly. as if embarrassed and 
conscious of having been overeffusive.

Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan yesterday. released “for> 
publication the official list of the casualties of the 27th 
Division in the overseas service, with ‘all the facts in 


theofficial records” about the _circumstances of each 
man’s death and with complete information upon. the 
burial place of each manh,.so far as available. The total 
number of officers and men who perished in the overseas 
service, in battle and from other causes, was 1,980, as 
shown by the official records now~-virtually complete. 

Only twenty men and: four officers in the official 
list of casualties were members. of -the 52d Artillery 
Brigade, which was not attached to the division in the 
overseas service but which fought asgpart of the 33d 
Division, composed of units of the Illinois National 
Guard, and the 79th Division, the National Army of- 
ganization trained at Cam Meade. Alt ,the other 
battle casualties were suffered by the two infantry 
brigades of the division, with,the auxiliary troops, and 
most of them in the last two months of the war, when 
the division. stormed the Hindenburg line, forced -the 
Cambrai-Bullecourt tunnels, and drove the Germans 
back ,steadily toward the Le Selle River.

Not only did he say, as 
many others have said, and ‘as Marshal 
P Fock himself has been quoted as say- 
ing, that ‘further fighting would have 
cost, for results not worth. getting, the 
lives of many of the allied troops; he 
mentioned as an additional reason that 
Marshal Yocu: had to consider the diffi- 
culty of movement over territory where 
all means of: communication had been 
destroyed with Teutonic attention to de- 
tall. 

This, of course, is far from an admis- 
sion that a further advance by the Al- 
lies would haye been dangerous to them 
and might have ended in disaster. . It 
only calls atténtion to the fact. that the 
troubles of an army increase with dis- 
tance from its bases of supply, and that 
each mile of allied progréss into the 
devastated region tended to render more 
feasible another more or less effective 
stand by the.Germans. The latter had 
themselves suffered heavily from poor 
communications, similarly caused, when 
they made their: great drive, and. Mar- 
shal Focu, who had so skillfully taken 
advantage of the embarrassments. thus 
caused, was not the man to forget them 
when the conditions were reversed.

The objection that the League would 
deprive the House of.

countries has been repeated many times, | 
but without success. Few treaties have 
been made which have been self-exe- 
cuting, that is, enforcible without sup- 
plementary ‘action by the House of 
Representatives in. the appropriation ‘of 
money or in some other strictly legisla- 
tive act. The fact that, such legislation 
is ‘necessary does not render.a treaty 
unconstitutional. . 
George Mason and Gouverneur Morris 
vigorously objected in the Constitutional 
Convention of 1787 to making the treaty 
power independent of the legislative 
power, urging that no treaty should be 
‘* binding on the United States which is 
not ratified-by law ".; and James Wil- 
son urged that ‘‘as treaties are to have 
the operation of laws, they ought to 
have the sanction of laws also.’’ But 
all such objections ‘were overruled, 
and Article VI. of the Constitution was 
made to provide that treaties should be 
‘“‘the Supreme Law of the Land.’’ 
Hamilton argued that the making of 
treaties was neither an executive nor a 
legislative function, adding, -‘‘It relates 
neither to the execution of the subsist- 
ing laws nor to the enaction of new 
ones, but still. less to an exercise of 
the common strength. Its objects are 
contract with foreign nations which have 
the force of law but derive it from the}. 
obligations of good faith.’’ (Federalist 
No. 75 (74.) In his letters to Washing- 
ton (Crandall’s! Treaties, p. 170,) Hamil- |, 
ton.also said that it wqs ‘‘ one thing that 
a treaty pledging the faith of “the nation 
should by force of moral duty oblige 
the legislative will to carry it into ef- 
fect ’’ ahd ‘‘ quite another that it should 
be itself a law.’’ He called attention 
to the fact that treaties common among 
nations included - indemnification,  pe- 
cuniary. or otherwise, stipulations for 
the union of military forces, and the 
furnishing of pecuniary or other aid; and 
the regulation of external commerce, 
and unless the treaty power could em- 
brace such objects, ‘‘it would even be 
inadequate for mere treaties of. peace, 
and always so for treaties of alliance 
and of commerce:” The Constitution 
provides no method of compelling the 
House of Representatives to act,. but. a 


of a treaty is virtually; a power to re- 
peal’ it. Hence Hamilton concludes 
‘“*that. the House of Representatives 
have no moral power to refuse the exe- 
cution of a treaty which is not,contrary 
to the Constitution, because it pledges 
the public faith; and have no. legal 
power to refuse its execution because it 
is a law—unless at. least it ceases to 
be a law by regular act of revocation of 
thé competent authgrity.’’ 

In 1792 Mr, Jefferson negotiated a 
treaty with Algiers which required the 
payment of money and was asked by 
President Washington whether he should 
not wait until the treaty had been rat- 
ified by both houses of. Congress. . Jef- 
ferson expressed the opinion that the 
ratification by the House of Representa- 
tives was not necessary, but said that it 
‘‘ might ‘be incautious to commit, him- 
self by a ratification with a foreign na- 
tion where he might be left in the lurch 
in the execution.’’ (Vol. I., Writings of 
Thomas Jefferson, p. 216.) Washington 
declined to wait, saying that if Con- 
gress would not do “what the Constitu- 
tion called on them to do, the vern- 
ment would be at an end, an must 
then assume another form.’’ Subse- 
quently, in 1796, the House f Repre- 
sentatives requested Presidens Washing- | ‘ 
ton to lay before it a cop f the in- 
structions to the Minister of the United 
States who negotiated the Jay treaty 
with Great Britain, together with the 
correspondence .and other documents 
relative thereto. ,He declined to comply 
with the request, saying:

measures looking to a’state of war. All 
such agreements, of. course, materially 
detract.from the theoretical sovereignty 
of a nation, but. they are, nevertheless, 
clearly within the treaty-making power.

EUROPEANS NEED CLOTHES.

Hoover Urges Liberal Contributions 
, te the Red Crosa Collection. 


WASHINGTON, March 24. — Lack of 
clothing in the liberated countries of 
Central Burope is regarded by Herbert 
Hoover, European Relief Commissioner, 
as fully as serious as the shortage of 
food. In a cablegram today urging the 
American people to contribute liberally 
to the collection of clothing ‘made 
this week by the American Red Cross, 
Mr, Hoover said that in some of the 
war-devastated countries a considerable 
number of the population were unable to 
leave their homes because of insuffi- 
clent clothing, while new-born babies in 
Serbia were wrapped in paper. because 
cloth was not available. 

‘*Tilness, sickness, and’ death,’ said 
Mr. Hoover in his cablegram, “‘ are di- 
rectly attributable toa a condition which 
ig unimaginable to any ore who has not 
seen it. The hospitals are without 
bandages and the patients are often 
dressed in rags, In Serbia, new-born 
babies are wrapped in paper for want 
of the necessary clothing. Men, women,
